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Chemistry Undergraduates Fighting Breast 
Cancer and Diabetes With Research

conducted by faculty and students at the University of Nebraska at Omaha.

Chemistry: ketones, stoichiom- 
etry and hydroboration-oxidation. 
Too boring, confusing? Maybe dis- 
covering the mechanism behind 
breast cancer or helping diabetic 
athletes control their blood sugar 
sounds more exciting. If so, you 
would be interested in some of the 
research done by undergraduates in 
the chemistry department. 
According to Dr. Jim Hagen, or- 
ganic chemistry professor at UNO, 
“you don’t have to be working to- 
ward a Ph.D. to participate in re- 
search.” Because there is no gradu- 
ate program for chemistry at UNO, 
undergraduates are taking charge. 
This summer two undergradu- 
ates will be working with Dr. Dou- 
glas Stack, assistant chemistry pro- 
fessor at UNO, on research involv- 
ing estrogen in relation to the 
mechanism of breast cancer. The 
project is an extension of Stack’s 
post-doctoral research at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Medical Cen- 
ter, 
Rather than looking at the hor- 
monal properties of estrogen, Stack 
is investigating how estrogen mol- 


ecules are metabolized in the body 
to make certain dangerous com- 
pounds called adducts. He believes 
the adducts could cause mutations 
in DNA leading to the growth of 
cancer cells. 

According to Stack, there are 
two different projects in which the 
undergraduates will partake. One is 
an analytical project to find ways 
to extract and measure these ad- 
ducts from breast tissue samples of 
women who have and have not had 
breast cancer. The second project 
involves synthesizing a fluorescent 
tag that will specifically bind to ad- 
ducts in order to distinguish them 
in a mixture. 

Stack hopes to achieve three 
fong-term goals from this research. 
The first goal is to establish a link 
between adducts and breast cancer. 


-Tf that link is established, the sec- 
ond goal is a possible early detec- 


tion method for breast cancer. And 
lastly, a strategy could be developed 
to prevent the adducts from form- 
ing. 

In another area of research, Dr. 
Lana Thomas, assistant professor of

Center Declares 


W.A.R. on Rape

Over 5,000 women are raped 
while on the job each year in the 
United States. Seventy-eight 
women are raped every hour in 
the United States. More than half 
of the time, rape victims know 
their attackers. 

These statistics and more were 
shared among those who attended 
W.A.R. (Women Against Rape), 
sponsored by the Women’s Re- 
source Center (WRC) on Satur- 
day. 

WRC director Eve McLain and 
other members of the WRC 
hosted this event to teach indi- 
viduals, especially women, the 
importance of rape-awareness. 

“We had a smaller turnout,” 
McLain said on Sunday. “How- 
ever, for our next session, we ex- 


pect to have many more attend- 
ing.” 

Not only were members of the 
WRC present to answer ques- 
tions, but they handed out pack- 
ets of information on the topic of 
rape and how not to become a vic- 
lim. 

One section of the information 
included ways to be safe when ap- 
proaching one’s car, leaving one’s 
home, and simply walking at 
night. 

According to the handout, the 
WRC suggests that while driving, 
keep your doors locked. Avoid- 
ing isolated or poorly lit parking 
spots is also a way to decrease 
your chances of being a victim. 

When walking alone, either in- 
doors or outdoors, the WRC sug-

analytical chemistry, is working in 
conjunction with Kris Berg in the 
exercise physiology department to 
determine the effects of exercise on 
glucose levels. 

Thomas describes diabetics, 
used to minimal walking, who go 
out and play basketball and do not 
release enough insulin to counter- 
act the increase in blood sugar. This 
scenario is especially prevalent in 
insulin-dependent diabetics. She 
said sugar levels that increase too 
guickly can have dangerous health 
consequences; therefore, many dia- 
betics are limited in physical par- 
ticipation. 

“If a link can be established in 
the long-term study between an ex- 
ercise regime and a slowed re- 
sponse of glucose levels in the 
bloodstream, insulin-dependent 
diabetics could participate more in 
high-intensity sports,” 
said. 

Undergraduates will be involved 
in the analysis of glucose levels in 
the samples collected by the exer- 
cise physiology department. 

According to Thomas, chemis-

New Glass and Change of Class 
Approved at Regent Meeting

A revised academic calendar 
has been approved for the 1998 
fall semester. 

At the University of Nebraska 
Board of Regents meeting on Sat- 
urday, an addendum was passed 
approving a revised policy for de- 
termining the academic calendar. 
According to this addendum, the 
Board of Regents Calendar Com- 
mittee would be allowed to “del- 
egate more discretion” in decid- 
ing the yearly fall and spring 
breaks. The following days were 
approved as vacation and class 
schedules for the academic year, 
further allowing the Calendar 
Committee to determine the re- 
maining days of the academic 
year: 

* The academic week willrun 
from Monday through Saturday, 
for both the fall and spring semes- 
ters. 

¢ Each semester will meet 15 


weekdays, Monday through Sat- 
urday. 

* Registration and final ex- 
ams will be established by each 
of the four universities, outside of 
the regular class meeting sched- 
ule. 

¢ Prior to Christmas vacation, 
the first semester of each aca- 
demic year will end. 

« The Wednesday before, and 
the Friday and Saturday after 
Thanksgiving will indicate the 
Thanksgiving vacation. 

* Anexcess of 30 days shall 
not elapse, including the fall se- 
mester final examination sched- 
ule, between the end of the classes 
in the fall and the beginning of 
classes in the spring. 

« Beginning on a Sunday, 
spring break shall last until the 
following Sunday. No less than 
five weeks can pass from the end 
of spring break to the beginning 


of spring semester final exams. 

¢ A starting date between 
Aug. 21 and Aug. 27 shall signify 
the start of the fall semester. 

A fall break was also discussed 
at the meeting. A week-long fall 
break was one of Student Presi- 
dent/Regent Joey Sanchez’s is- 
sues during his campaign last 
year. 

The regents used the words 
“fall break” in the sense of possi- 
bly eliminating the day after La- 
bor Day as a holiday, and moving 
that day later in the semester as a 
day where classes would not be 
held. 

Specifically for UNO, the 
board also approved an altered 
allocation for Fund B income for 
the 1998-99 academic year. The 
total amount of Fund B funds, 
overall, decreased for the next 
academic year by $28,037.

One hundred and eight seniors 
at the University of Nebraska Medi- 
cal Center have been placed in their 
residency assignments through Na- 
tional Senior Match Day. 

Begun in 1952, the Senior Match 
Day is an annual event that places 
medical students into residencies in 
medical specialties. The residencies 
usually fast three to five years. The 
time spent in their residencies al- 
lows the students to specialize in a 
chosen area of medicine, such as in- 
ternal medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
gynecology or family medicine. 

After students identify places 


where they would like to train, they 
are matched by a computerized na- 
tional system. 

About 80 percent of the UNMC 
seniors participating in Senior 
Match Day received one of their top 
three choices in assignments. Sev- 
enty six seniors were placed in pri- 


mary care residencies. Thirty six of ” 


the 44 seniors who will work on 
residencies at UNMC or a Lincoln-

Resident Hall Advisors 
Accused in Death of Student 


LARAMIE, Wyo. - The parents 
of Chauncey White sued the univer- 
sity and two employees, Sherene 
McHenry and Bobbi Johnstone, ac- 
cusing them of failing to adequately 
treat, monitor and counsel their son 
and for failing to notify them of an 
attempt at suicide White made in 
1990. White's parents said 
McHenry and Johnstone were act- 
ing as health-care professionals and 
therefore were not eligible to re- 
ceive immunity under state law. 

Court records state that 
McHenry, who was then a residence 
hall director, found White intoxi- 
cated in 1990. White, who was a 
freshman, was arrested for under- 
age drinking and taken to a hospi-. 
tal. After being discharged, White 
inflicted superficial cuts on his 
wrists. 

McHenry again found White and 


referred him to Johnstone, a volun- 
teer at the university’s counseling 
center. After talking with him for 
more than an hour, Johnstone and 
McHenry concluded that White was 
not at high risk of committing sui- 
cide. 

However, in 1993, White did kill 
himself. 

The state Supreme Court ruled 
that the two women were immune 
from the lawsuit because they were 


responsible only for assessing the 


chance that White would commit 
suicide and referring him to appro- 
priate support services. 

“Neither position involved cur- 
ing and preventing impairments of 
the normal state of the body,” Jus- 
tice Larry Lehman wrote in the 
court’s decision. “Neither position 
involved treating or diagnosing 
physical or mental illness.” 


NCAA Settles With Tarkanian 


FRESNO, Calif. - The National 
Collegiate Athletic Association an- 
nounced April 2 that it will pay 
men’s basketball coach Jerry “The 
Shark” Tarkanian $2.5 million to 
settle a lawsuit in which he alleged 
the association had conspired to 
bounce him out of college basket- 
ball. 

Tarkanian, wlio now coaches at 
California State University at 
Fresno, filed the suit six years ago, 
shortly after he was forced to resign 
from the University of Nevada at 
Las Vegas. The NCAA twice put the 
men’s basketball program on pro- 
bation for violations that happened 
under Tarkanian’s supervision. 

Even before his arrival in Ne- 
vada, Tarkanian and the assocation 
had been at odds. After Tarkanian 
left a job he’d held from 1968 to 
1973 at California State University 
at Long Beach, the association put 
the school on probation citing sev- 

- eral violations it claimed happened 
under his watch. 

Tarkanian filed one suit against 
the NCAA in the 1980s, accusing 


the association of not allowing him 
due process throughout its investi- 
gations. The U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled in 1989 that the association is 
not a government agency and there- 
fore not bound by the consitutional 
provisions of due process. 

But that didn’t stop Tarkanian 
from again filing suit in 1992. In it, 
the coach claimed the association 
was conspiring to wreck his career. 
The case was scheduled for trial 
next month in Nevada - a state 
where Tarkanian, who led UNLV to 
the national men’s college baskeball 
championship in 1990, is still very 
popular. 

The assocation tried to have the 
trial moved elsewhere, but did not 
win approval from the courts - rul- 
ings that encouraged the NCAA to 
settle the case, said association 
spokesman Wally Renfro. 

“We also looked at the potential 
for more appeals regardless of the 
outcome of this case,” he said. “It 
was decided that it would be in the 
association's best interest to seek a 
settlement.”

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Difficult Colleagues Can Bring 
Everyone Down in the Workplace

You bounce into the office happy, 


energetic, ready to roll: An hour later - 


you’re fuming, plotting a job search. 

What gives? 

The answer might be as close as the 
person in the next desk. When we take 
a job, we give little thought to whom 
we work with or even to our 
supervisor’s personality, yet such is the 
stuff of workplace happiness or misery. 

“It’s like your relatives, only worse. 
You can’t choose your relatives and you 
can’t choose your co-workers. At least 
with your relatives you can get away 
from them; you don’t spend 40 hours a 
week with them;” said Wendy Henry, 
communications’ manager for the Girl 

-Scouts Wildemess Road Council. “it’s 
so important to work with people you 
can at least tolerate.” 

Workplace harmony is important not 
only to personal fulfillment, but tocom- 
pany growth. A building full of discon- 
tent hurts the bottom line because people 
aren’t performing to potential. 

’ “One bad apple in the bunch does 
spoil things,” said Janet Holloway, ex- 
ecutive director of the University of 
Kentucky Gatton College of Business 
Center for Entrepreneurship and of the 
Kentucky Small Business Develop- 
ment Center Network. 

“{twill affect the bottom line because 
that person’s contribution is minimized. 
They take up space. They pollute the 
air,” Holloway said. 

Once you give some thought to what 
makes co-workers tick, there are ways 
to deal with problems that might arise 
and make going to work if not pleas- 
ant, at least more so. 

Familiar situations? 

-Rumors and gossip: Like the ubiq- 
uitous coffeemaker, gossip is a part of 
every workplace. “You really don’t 


know what you’ re getting into until you 
get into a job,” said Sharon Keys, a staff 
assistant with the UK College of Nurs- 
ing student services, a job she enjoys. 


Keys leamed that the hard way when — 


she worked in another UK department. 
That office, she said, was full of petty 
comments and gossip. “It seemed like 
everyone was at each other’s throats. ... 
If you give 110 percent and the person 
next to you gives 50 percent, you feel, 
“Why should I try?’ “ 

“T hated going to work,” Keys said. 
She did what many in such a situation 
would like to do: find another job. 

In Working With Difficult People, 
Muriel Solomon, a Florida-based com- 
munications expert who teaches atcom- 
panies around the United States, sug- 
gests never taking a gossip’s word at 
face value; always check the “facts” for 
yourself. (Remember when people talk 
to you about others, there’s a good 
chance they talk about you to others.) 
When talk tums unduly ugly, Solomon 
suggests changing the subject oracting 
disinterested. - 

- Undue criticism: For Lexington’s 
Terry DeLuca, leaving her job wasn’t 
an immediate option. In the mid-1980s 
she worked in marketing and training 
for a Lexington manufacturer. One 
manager, not her boss, made it a paint 
to tell DeLuca continually that she was 
of no value to the company. . : 

“One day he called me in and 
reamed me up one side and down the 
other because [ had Junch with some 
customers and hada salad. He kept yell- 
ing about how much my salad had cost 
the company,” said DeLuca. 

Psychologists suggest confronting 
such problenis by thinking over your 
concems and outlining them on paper 
if necessary before talking to the trouble- 


some colleague. 

Judith Marlowe, a marriage and 
family therapist with Marlowe Coun- 
seling Service in Lexington, said it is 
‘sometimes: best to confront the rude 
behavior directly, responding to the way 
you are being addressed rather than to 
what is being said. One approach: 
“Don’t talk to me that way: I deserve 


_fespect.as much as you do.” 


Experts agree it’s important to dis- 
cuss behavior rather than toattack some- 
one personally. Instead of saying, “That 
desk makes a landfill look attractive, 
you pig” say, “It would help me get my 
work more organized if these papers 
didn’t fall over nto my desk." 

It’s usually better to use “I” state- 
ments rather than “you” statements, so 
people don’t get defensive: “I work bet- 
teron reports when I’m not interrupted” 
rather than “Would you leave me alone, 
you big windbag?”’ 

DeLuca did what many psycholo- 
gists suggest. Pushed to the limit, she 
asked to speak with someone in human 
resources, who suggested they talk on 
adowntown street comer so they would 
not be overheard. 

“f was told that it was in my best 
interest not to pursue anything, to do 
my job and keep my mouth shut. So I 
did. I was miserable but I had to stay 
with it. I needed the job,” said DeLuca, 
who after six years found another job 


. and is now with American Rehabilita- 


tion Group PSC as an executive re- 
ctuiter, a position she enjoys. 
-Negativism: Most of us cannot help 
but pick up on the feelings and opin- 
ions of our colleagues. A daily dose of 
negative attitudes soon begins to feel 
like the endless gray clouds of late win- 
ter. :

A Movie Review By Joel Stevens 


The first time I voted was as an 18-year-old senior in high 
school. I didn’t know anything about the dynamics of tax 
spending, budget deficits or the nuances of universal health 
care or the electoral college. I just felt that at the time my 
vote really mattered and the candidates I voted for were real. 

While watching ‘Primary Colors,” based on the best sell- 
ing novel (same title), I can’t help but think that the anony- 
mous author (now known to be former Newsweek writer Joe 
Klein) must have felt the same way about modern politics, 
apathetic voters and image-over-substance politicians as I did 
the first time I voted. 

Seen through the eyes of British actor Adrian Lester as the 
idealistic campaign advisor Henry Burton (some have said 
his character was based on former Clinton advisor George 
Stephanopoulos), “Primary Colors” follows southern gover- 
nor Jim Stanton (John Travolta), his strong-willed wife Su- 
san (Emma Thompson) and his rag-tag staff on the 1992 presi- 
dential campaign trail. Travolta plays Stanton as a touchy- 
feely talker, a real man of the peopilé “‘anti-politician” shak- 
ing hands, backslapping and showihg’genuine emotion on 


cue for the cameras. Screenwriter Elaine May and director 
Mike Nichols perfectly capture Klein’s book portrayal of 
Stanton as a complex, brilliant man with a thirst, a need to 
touch the people, a man who can make the people love him. 
It’s clear very early on why “Primary Colors” is perhaps a 
not-so-thinly veiled Clinton campaign docu-drama. Stanton 
is a stained-shirt food hound and a notorious ladies man who 
has startling contradictions in his personal and political life. 

Henry joins up with Stanton out of a moral desperation to 
finally work for a politician he believes in, who doesn’t just 
say the right thing but also does the right thing. In many ways 
this is Henry’s film. Teamed with a James Carville-like ce- 
lebrity political advisor (Billy Bob Thomton) and a plucky, 
female aide (Maura Tierney), Henry thinks he’s found what 
he’s been looking for in Stanton, But somewhere along the 
campaign trail, between speeches and debates, spin-doctor- 
ing conversations with Stanton and his wife, between sexual 
indiscretions and paternity accusations and bi-partisan squab- 
bling, Henry loses faith in Stanton — and the entire process 
he has devoted his life to.

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Three Bands Manage To Keep Attention Focused 
On Them During Austin. Music Festival

With so much to see and do at this year’s 
South By Southwest music festival in Aus- 
tin, Texas, spectators could afford to be 
fickle. 

The 12th annual event ended Sunday, 
but not before more than 700 artists and 
bands performed for the 5,000-plus visi- 
tors who descended on the city. 

Music fans typically packed clubs and 
allowed musicians a two-song limit before 
heading out the door to catch someone else 
playing down the street. However, Clarissa, 
Fastball and The John Doe Thing were 
three bands that captured that fleeting in- 
terest and managed to hold on to it for their 
40-minute sets. 

Fastball 

Fastball is a local Austin favorite that 
debuted its sophomore CD, “All the Pain 
Money Can Buy,” at #111 on Billboard 
charts last week. 

Riding high on the success of its first 
single, “The Way,” which is currently #3 
on the modern rock charts, the band packed 
more than 700 fans into its showcase at La 
Zona Rosa, with a large crowd waiting 
outside unable to get in. 

Playing songs from its new album, as 
well as from its self-titled debut, Fastball 
wowed the crowd with its energetic set. 
Guitarist Miles Zuniga and bassist Tony 
Scalzo traded vocal duties as the band sped 
through fast-paced pop songs, reminiscent 


of the heydays of the Replacements and 
Cheap Trick. But Fastball can slow it down 
on occasion, with results that are just as 
impressive, such as on new songs “Fire 
Escape” and “Out of My Head.” 

Fastball is a great mix of infectious 
melodies and harmonies, layered over 
catchy guitar hooks and a solid rhythm sec- 
tion. This power trio recently added a 
fourth member for some added keyboard 
and guitar parts, and definitely has the po- 
tential to go far.

“Man was born to hunt... women” a sadistic killer rational- 
izes in James Patterson's novel, “Kiss the Girls.” Casanova, 
as he is called, does not realize that torturing women is not 
acceptable behavior. He sees his dirty business of kidnapping 
and torturing women as a duty. Casanova derives pleasure from 
his duty though, never missing a chance to kiss the girls. 

For Casanova, the meaning of that phrase is not as simple as 
it may seem. What he means is not just a kiss, but taking advan- 
tage of, and in some cases, beating women 
he has hidden away in the woods. No 
woman has ever escaped his hideout and 
none dare try. They feel the power that 
Casanova has over them and don’t argue. 

However, this all changes when 
Casanova kidnaps medical student, Kate 
McTiernan. Casanova has been preying 
on the young women at the local university where his decision 
of who to “kiss” is based on the attractiveness of the potential 
victim. But Casanova feels that he is different from other kill- 
ers, as if there were better ways to kill, “He could feel love .. 
suffer loss... and... it was all her fault.” 

Kate, (00, is special and becomes something of a problem. 
She is a strong person with a strong will and a mind of her own. 
Kate does not accept that she could be trapped so easily. Though 
her first days in her cell are drug-fogged, the fog does clear. 
She realizes she must try to get out, She gets an opportunity 
when Casanova comes down to warn her and leaves the door 
open. Kate uses her karate experience to knock him out and 
then runs until she cannot run any more. 

But Kate feels lost with the woods surrounding her like a 
maze. She follows a path to its end only to find a river. Desper- 
ate to escape her assailant, she jumps and passes out from ex- 
haustion. When she wakes up in a hospital, she finds that a 
detective, Alex Cross, has been assigned to investigate her case.

But Alex has something of his own to deal with..His niece, 
Naomi, has been captured by this killer. Kate remembers speak- 
ing toa woman named Naomi through bars and offers hope that 
Naomi is still alive. Kate soon finds out that some boys had 
found her, half-dead, floating in the river. Alex immediately 
teams up with this bright young woman who is able to recall 
detail. The experience is certainly shocking and terrifying as 
Patterson catapults the reader into the killer’s depraved mind 
and into the pain of his victims. 

The murderer is given much thought. His 
crazy ideas are carefully shown and his ob- 
session with obtaining his goals are ex- 
pressed. 

Without her knowledge, Casanova has 
learned a considerable amount about Kate. 
He knows her every move, what she does, 
and when she does it. He also follows her. “He could be touched 
.. wanted Kate to love him ... wanted to love her back.” 

The killer sees himself as something special. This is not un- 
derstandable to a person who sees brutality as something inher- 
ently bad or evil. However, in “Kiss the Girls,” Patterson gives 
a vivid portrait of this man and provides insight into the work- 
ings of his deranged mind. 

The book is extraordinarily written, with many disgusting, 
but sometimes beautiful descriptions of the path a serial killer 
might take, The reader is brought alternately into the minds of 
the killer, the victim and the man who is trying to solve the 
case. This long journey is carefully described. It sends shivers 
up the reader’s spine. When the killer becomes enraged, the 
reader can clearly feel his anguish, When the victims are trying 
to escape from a madman, the reader can easily sense the suf- 
fering they have been through. The empathetic writing gives 
this subject a life of its own.

Vie For Chance To 
Be Photographed 
By Playboy

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. - On Wednesday, engineering student 
Tonia Snyder attended her Numerical Modeling class, then Vector 
Statics, before zipping over to Tallahassee’s Courtyard by Marriott 
hotel for a quick Playboy shoot. 

“T wasn’t even nervous,” the blue-eyed 20-year-old said after 
the photo session of her in a brief bikini. 

“{ don’t see it as exploitation at ail,” she added, relaxing in a 
denim miniskin, striped shirt and beaming smile that said “I own 
the world!” 

“The way I look at it, it’s not exploitation if it’s my choice,” she 
continued, as Playboy photographer David Mecey nodded heartily 
inagreement. “I see it as a woman saying: ‘I’m beautiful, I'm strong, 
Tcan do this.’” 

Snyder is one of 60 Florida State University students vying to be 
included in Playboy’s October “Women of the Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference” issue. 

Only four to eight FSU students will be chosen, Mecey said. 
Judges will base their selections on Mecey and his assistants’ rec- 
ommendations, as well as on the photos of the women in bikinis 
taken Wednesday and Thursday. Photos for the October issue will 
be taken later this month, 

“T need to know if there is an adventurous spirit there,” said the 
laid-back photographer who has been taking shols of women for 
Playboy for nearly 20 years. “And I need to know if they can deal 
with being partially nude or nude” in front of a smal] camera crew, 

Most of the college women who apply to be in Playboy’s col- 
lege-based issues, Mecey said, have never modeled. Very few - 
maybe one out of 100 - have had any surgical enhancements, 

“Maybe that’s why these issues are so popular,” the 46-year-old 
photographer quipped. Snyder said one of her biggest concems was 
not whether her Playboy shots would come back to haunt her one 
day but whether she would be eliminated as a Playboy candidate 
because of her three small scars from skin cancer surgery a year 
ago. Mecey said that wouldn’t be a problem. 

“We don’t airbrush,” he said, “but we would take that out.” 

Snyder, who grew up on the beaches of Destin, said she had 
already told her mom and stepdad of her Playboy plans - and gotten 
their blessings. 

“My mom was like, * You’ ve got the body, you might as well go 
for it, because your body doesn’t get any better when you get older.” 
Her stepdad’s reaction: “Whatever makes you happy, just do it.” 
She hadn’t told her biological father, though, because she said they 
aren’t close and she wasn’t sure what his reaction would be. 

Likewise, Playboy hopeful Kristine Kelly, a 19-year-old FSU 
business major, said she had phoned home to announce her Play- 
boy plans - but with a slightly different outcome. 

“When I told my Mom, she was real quiet for a while. Then she 
told me I would have to be the one to tell my Dad.” When she told 
her father, Kelly said, “He was real quiet for a while too. Then he 
said, “OK.” 

What prompted Kelly to apply for the shoot? 

“ really like the way they present them (models),” said Kelly 
about the magazine her boyfriend reads. “I see a lot of classy pic- 
tures in there.” 

Snyder, who wants to be a structural engineer with NASA, said 
she and her younger sisters used to sneak into their parents’ bed- 
soom and look under the mattress for the Playboy magazines her 
father hid there, “My sisters and | would sniff them out wherever 
they would hide them,” she allowed. 

“It's funny how they always find them,” Mecey reflected, He 
said he routinely asks college candidates why they want to pose for 
Playboy, and is often told that it’s a fantasy they’ ve had since they 
were young because their dads had subscriptions. 

Whatever their motivations, Mecey said the FSU students he 
had seen Wednesday were a beautiful group of young women - 
even if screening 30 a day was a lot of work. 

Wait a minute - work? 

“OK - 1am the envy of every man I meet,” Mecey allowed, 

As for pin-up wannabes Kelly and Snyder, both easily dismissed 
any possible job repercussions later in life that might arise (rom 
posing nude now. 

“T really hadn't thought about it,” Kelly allowed, “but I think it 
really shouldn’t matter as fong as you're doing your job.” 

“If they can’t handle it, maybe that isn’t the job for me,” said 
Snyder, as she got ready to join her environmental engineering class 
on a field trip to the sewage plant. 

“But if it became an issue,” she added, “I’m sure I could handle 
it”

Hagen is hopeful that an experimental pro- 
gram, initiated by Chancellor Weber, will al- 
low students who were successful in a re- 
search class to continue the research with a 
tuition waiver. Hagen does not feel “students 
should have to pay tuition every semester to 
do research that in many ways benefits the 
faculty.” 

“A larger portion of funding comes from 
outside sources,” Hagen said. For example, 
Stack had mentioned that his two under- 
graduates who are working on the estrogen 
study will be supported this summer by the 
U.S. Army Breast Cancer Research Program. 

If an eight-to-10 week research commit- 
ment in the summer is too much to handle, 
Hagen said students can sign up for chemis- 
try problems, a one-credit research experi- 
ence,

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“A positive attitude is contagious, just as a negative or bad atti- 
tude can be contagious,” said Robert Douglass, president and chief 
executive officer of the Greater Lexington Chamber of Commerce. 

Before moving to Kentucky, UK’s Holloway worked with some- 
one who was always pointing out reasons things shouldn't be done. 
“You knew that any exchange would be based on that attitude, and 
nobody wanted to work with him,” Holloway said. 

“We all need a connection with the people we work with,” 
Marlowe said. She suggests shifting the way you view difficult 
people. Although we might think such people know what they’ re 
doing and are in contro! of the situation, in truth they often feel 
helpless, threatened or unhappy. 

When you feel secure and confident, you are less defensive and 
better able to empathize with others, Marlowe said. 

“You have to be responsible for your own driving force,” said 
Bridgett Collier, a Realtor with Turf Town Properties Inc. “If you 
can’t do that, you’re probably in the wrong business.” 

Said Holloway: “You can say something like, ‘I don’t like hear- 
ing bad news all the time. It’s a bummer, for God sakes.’ “ 

“You have to be sensitive to the personality,” said Missy Hanks, 
news director and co-host of Kruser and Crew on Arrow WLRO- 
101.5 FM who says she’s had 30-some jobs over the last 20 years. 

Sometimes it’s best to look in the mirror. Most of us could im- 
prove our attitudes about work. “Over the years, I’ve come to the 
idea there are no conflicts. Don’t take anything personally, There’s 
nothing that can’t be worked out,” Hanks said. 

- Bad bosses: If your problem is with your boss, the situation is 
much more ticklish. 

If he or she is throwing a tirade or tantrum, author Solomon 
suggests waiting it out; it’s hard to reason with someone in a rage. 

Consider putting together a report accentuating your contribu- 
tions, she said. 

As mentioned above, you can point out that you are looking for 
ways to do your job better, discussing behaviors rather than person- 
alities, saying “I” instead of “you.” 

But that might not help. ‘There are times you just have to leave. 
It’s debilitating,” Holloway said, 

‘The boss sets the tone for the entire organization. “T had a lot of 


positive bosses early on and I leamed that is how you should act,” 
Douglass said. 

Attitude adjustment 

Above all, the best tool you have is between your ears, 

“My grandmother always said if you’ ve got to do it, let your 
attitude help you rather than hurt you,” Holloway said, 

You might not have the option of screaming “I quit,” but there is 
always something you can do, Marlowe said. “Some of us are in 
jobs we can’t choose to leave in six months or so. You may create 
your own vision, but others may be in charge of how that vision 
plays out. That’s hard.” 

But you do have an intemal recourse, Marlowe said. She recom- 
mends a lot of positive self-talk, surrounding yourself with positive 
people outside of work and getting enough sleep and exercise. 

“You always have a choice, even if it is only that I’ll appreciate 
the sunshine today.”

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lowa Art Exhibit Focuses On The 
World Of The Fairies

Somewhere between day and night, between 
the dreams of childhood and the adult con- 
sciousness, lies the world of fairies. 

The mythically tiny, winged creatures have 
been part of Western folklore for centuries but 
enjoyed a particular renaissance in 19th-cen- 
tury Victorian England, where dozens of art- 
ists produced paintings, watercolors and 
sketches of them. 

Now, the first comprehensive exhibition 
ever devoted to the genre is on display at the 
University of lowa Museum of Art. “Victorian 
Fairy Painting,” which includes more than 70 
works, opened February 28 and runs until May 
24 in its only American showing. Before 
arriving in the United States, the exhibition was 
featured at the Royal Academy of Arts in Lon- 
don. Its next stop will be in June at the Art Gal- 
lery of Ontario in Toronto. 

The exhibition is the brainchild of its cura- 
tor, Pamela White Trimpe, an assistant direc- 
tor at the UI museum who specializes in 19th- 
century British art. Her idea took flight in the 
fall of 1993, when she accompanied Jackson 
Pollock’s “Mural” from the UI museum to the 
Royal Academy, where it was displayed as part 
of the Academy’s “‘American Art in the Twen- 
tieth Century” exhibit. 

While in England, Trimpe, with help from 
the Royal Academy’s Jane Martineau and in- 
dependent scholar Charlotte Gere, searched for 
as many works of fairy art as possible from 
various museums and private collections.

The exhibition is drawn from more than 40 
lenders, some public - the Louvre and the 
“Forbes” magazine collection in New York, for 
example - and some private; rock star Jimmy 
Page loaned a Richard Doyle watercolor. Some 
lenders wished to remain anonymous. Others 
would part with their treasures only briefly. 
Trimpe said a New York couple loaned one 
piece for London showing only because their 
little girl couldn’t bear to be away from it for 
almost a year. 

Several things encouraged the Victorian fas- 
cination with fairyland: A Shakespearean the- 
ater revival, including works with fairy themes 
such as “A Midsummer Night’s Dream” and 
“The Tempest;” and the opportunity the little 
creatures afforded artists of the day to explore 
the taboos of drinking, drug-taking and care- 
free nudity. 

Jeremy Maas of the Royal Academy, who 
is credited with being a driving force behind 
the exhibition until his death in January 1997, 
describes this “golden age” of fairy art in an 
essay appearing in the exhibition's calald gue: 

“Fairy painting was close to the center of

_ elements of the Victorian psyche: the desire to _ 
escape the drear hardships of daily existence; 


the stirrings of new attitudes towards sex, stifled

‘The works in the exhibition have a uniformly 
fantastic quality, and are often richly colored 
and detailed. Joseph Noel Paton’s “The Rec- 
onciliation of Oberon and Titania” shows the 


two characters from ‘A Midsummer Night’s: 


Dream in a dark forest. They are surrouded by 
fairies large and small that embrace, converse, 
recline and play harpsichords and tambourines 
throughout the scene. Richard Doyle’s “Wood 
Elves Playing Leapfrog Over Toadstools” 
shows brightly clad, mischievous figures in a 
madcap contest through a lush green meadow. 

Besides being the subjects of paintings and 
sketches, fairy stories were used in gift books 
printed well into the 20th century - some of 
which are featured in the exhibition. 


Several events are planned both in the mu- | 


seum and elsewhere on campus in conjunction 
with the exhibition. The university’s main li- 


brary is displaying fairy-tale books drawn from _ 


its special collections.

The Mav baseball team opened the North Central Con- 
ference part of the season and did so with a split against 
visiting North Dakota State on Saturday afternoon. 

The first game went to the Bison by a 6-4 score before 
the Mavs took the back half of the doubleheader 9-1. 
Game One 

Game one saw the Mavs jump out to an “nil 4-0 lead 
in the bottom of the second inning. Brent Rasmussen got 
the ball rolling when he singled to right and stole second 
base. A pair of strikeouts brought up Brian Kudym. He 
rolled one back to the Bison pitcher, Jason Kalbrener, but 
Kalbrener could not get the handle and Kudym was safe 
at first. 

Curt Schroder dumped a bloop single into right field, 
scoring Rasmussen and giving the Mavs a 1-0 lead. Pete 
Englund followed suit with a single of his own and that 
scored Kudym and an error on a Bison outfielder brought 
Schroeder home for a 3-0 lead. Fletcher Waltman kept the 
inning going with an RBI single of his own, but was cut 
down trying to steal second to end the scoring. 

“We didn’t hit a lot after that,” Mav head coach Bob 
Gates said, “and that really hurt us.” 

The Bison responded with two of their own in the top 
of the third. Cory Wichael took a Ryan Christenson pitch 
and parked it over the wall in left field for his fourth home 
run on the season. The solo shot cut the deficit to 4-1. 
Christenson yielded a doubie to the Bison’s Scott Swanson 
and he was brought in on a base hit by teammate Blair 
Johnson to make it a 4-2 game. 


The Bison drew even in the fifth inning, courtesy of 
the long ball once again. With two outs, Christenson 
struck out Johnson. to end the inning, but Mav catcher 
Rasmussen dropped the third strike and it allowed 
Johnson to reach first. Bison catcher Tony Richards came 
up next and golfed a Christenson curve ball over the fence 
to tie the game at 4-4. 


“The last time I was at bat he (Christenson) fooled me ° 


with three straight curve balls,” Richards said. “I was 
looking for it again and found it. It gave us fire and we 
got the job done.” 

The Bison finished off the Mavs with another pair of 
runs in the sixth. Back to back doubles by Ryan Breitbach 
and Brian Schroder scored the fifth run for the Bison. 
Swanson then rifled a hit down the left field line that 
brought in Wichael for the game’s final run. 

The Mavs were unable to mount any kind of offense 
in the last three innings as Kalbrener struck out six of the 
final nine batters he faced. 

Game Two 

Game two saw the Mavs draw first blood again with a 
pair on the second inning, but this time they nept piling 
runs on in the 9-1 win. 

“I’m really pleased with the way we came back,” Gates 
said, “and Carey Schrank pitched a good game.” 

Consecutive singles by Kudym, John Shoemaker, and 
Matt Haynes led to the Mavs’ first run. It looked like the 
Bison would stop the bleeding, but when Bison pitcher 
Brian Jenneke forced the Mavs, John Cappelano hit into 
an apparent double play. It was botched when the relay 


throw to Bison first baseman Corey Eckhoff went into the 
dirt and allowed Cappelano to reach and Shoemaker to 
score. 

The Mavs padded the Jead to 4-0 in the third off the bat 
of Kudym. With two outs, Waltman screamed a shot just 
inside the left field line and bagged a stand-up double. 
Kudym followed him and cranked a Janneke pitch over 
the wall in left field for a two-run homer. 

“I was just trying to see the ball the whole time and hit 
a line drive,” Kudym said about his home run. 

The lead doubled again in the fourth when all nine Mavs 
went to the plate and four of them scored. Jenneke plunked: 
Brad Prokupek with a pitch and Masters reached on an 
error to set up the big inning. Schroeder doubled to the 
wall and scored Prokupek. That prompted Bison head 
coach Mitch McLeod to call time and gather the troops. 
He decided to let Jenneke face one more batter and that 
decision would cost him. 

Englund took Jenneke’s next pitch and dumped jt into 
right field for a base hit and two RBI's. That sent Jenneke 
out of the game-and led to Aaron Nett taking the mound 
with one out in the bottom of the fourth. He yielded an 
RBI single to Kudym before shutting the Mavs down, 

The Bison broke the shutout bid of Mav pitcher Carey 
Schrank in the sixth when a Swanson single brought home 
David Franke for the lone Bison run. The Mavs scored 
their final run when Nett balked and allowed the Mavs to 
get their last run of the game. 

Bison catcher Tony Richards sununed up the nightcap.

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Lady Mavs Qualify Four to Nationals 


Track team finishes second in season opener

The Lady Mav track team 
finished second in Saturday’s 
Bearcat Invitational that started 
the outdoor season. 

As a team, the Lady Mavs 
were nipped by Northwest Mis- 
sour} State by 171-140. 
Concordia, Washington Univer- 
sity and ‘Nebraska Wesleyan 
rounded out the top five. North 
Central Conference rival 
Mankato State finished a distant 
10th with 25 points. 

The team also had many in- 
dividual highlights and sealed 
up four qualifiers for the na- 
tional meet, one of them an au- 
tomatic bid. 

Carri Butler, the singic-best 
runner in Lady Mav history, 
won both the 200- and 400- 
meter runs. Her time of 54.76 
seconds in the 400 meters 
earned her the automatic berth 
in the nationals and also set a 
meet record in the process. She 
also earned a provisional spot in 
the 200-meter run by clocking 
in at 24.84 seconds. 

Sandy Derby also earned a 
pair of first-place finishes on 
the day as well as winning the 
high jump and the 400-meter 
hurdles Saturday afternoon. Her 
time of 1:02.84 in the hurdles 
was the Lady Mavs’ third pro- 
visional qualifying time of the 
day. 

Shannon Williams was the 
third Lady Mav to win an indi- 
vidual event at the meet when 
she took the tape in the 800- 
meters in a time of 2:17.02. 

The Lady Mavs also showed 
their team speed as well when 
they won the 4x100-meter relay 
and qualified for a provisional 


spot in nationals. The foursome § 


of Karisa Foight, Jamie Erkes, 
Kelly Koziol and Butler were 
the winning team in their time 
of 47.67 seconds. 

That theme continued on as 
the 4x400 relay team of Koziol, 
McDonnell, Vanterpool and 
Derby set a meet record when 
they won the relay in a time of 
3:58.23.

In addition to the seven wins 
on the day, the Lady Mavs also 
had six other top-three finishes. 

Foight added a second place 
finish in the 400 meters to go 
with her part in the 4x100 re- 
Jay. She clocked in at 58,37 sec- 
onds; that was a hundredth of a 
second faster than teammate 
Reisha Vanterpool. She finished 


in 58.38 seconds and took third. 
Erkes also carried on in her top 
three ways as she finished third 
the 100-meter hurdles. 

Tara Biltoft and her cross- 
country background showed 
dividends when she took a sec- 
ond place in both the 1500- and 
3000-meter runs. Teammate 
Elise Henry finished fourth in 


the 1500 meters as well. 

The tone Lady Mav who 
placed in the field events was 
Cathy Craig. She took home 
second in the triple jump as she 
leapt 36 feet and 2 3/4 inches. 

The Lady Mavs will take this 
momentum into this weekend’s 
Division ff Challenge that will 
be held in Emporia, Kan. The 


meet will feature many of the 
top teams from the Missouri In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion (MIAA). The Lady Mavs 
did compete against most of 
Saturday's foes at this past meet 
in Northwest Missouri State, 
Central Missouri State, Fort 
Hays State, Truman State and 
Pittsburg (Kan.)
